Gentlemen. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Third  Annual 
Report  upon  the  health  and  general  sanitary  condition  of  the 
District. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  again  been  very  free 
from  severe  outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  ;  the  small 
number  of  Typhoid  Fever  cases  being  once  more  very 
satisfactory. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  decidedly  below  the 
average. 

The  rapid  increase  of  some  parts  of  the  District  still 
continues.  A  reference  to  the  table  of  new  houses  built  will 
shew  that  nearly  a  hundred  more  were  erected  than  in  1902. 

The  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Inspector  has  been 
greatly  to  the  advantage  to  the  District. 

The  Statutory  Report  upon  the  administration  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  will  be  found  on  page  29. 

Separate  Tables  are  given  for  Ratcliffe  and  Kingston- 
upon-Soar,  temporarily  attached  to  the  Shardlow  District. 

I  append  the  report  of  Mr.  Forman,  Sanitary  Inspector, 
to  whom  I  tender  my  thanks  for  his  hearty  co-operation  during 
the  year.

ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1903. 
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Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
District. — The  Shardlow  Rural  District  lies  south  and  east  of  the 
Borough  of  Derby.  It  almost  surrounds  the  small  Urban  District 
of  Alvastou,  and  touches  the  Urban  Districts  of  Long  Eaton  and 
Ilkeston,  on  the  east  and  north  east  respectively. 

Its  exteut  is  44,353  acres,  practically  69  square  miles. 

The  northern  portion  is  hilly,  the  altitudes  varying  from  300 
to  450  feet  above  sea  level.  To  the  south  in  the  valleys  of  the 
Trent  and  Derwent,  it  is  fiat,  seldom  exceeding  100  feet  above  sea 
level.  In  the  south  west  it  again  rises  from  250  feet  at  Melbourne 
to  about  400  at  Derby  Iiills. 

The  principal  industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining,  (West 
Hallam,  Stanley,  Stanton-by-Dale),  Lace  manufacture  (Saudiacre, 
Melbourne,  Draycott).  There  are  paper  mills  at  Little  Eaton,  boot 
factories  at  Melbourne,  and  breweries  at  Little  Eaton  and  Shard- 
low. 

Geological  Formation. — The  principal  formations  are  as 
follows  : — 

Alluvium. — Barrow-on-Trent,  Elvaston,  Sawley,  Shardlow, 
Swarkestone,  Ratclifie,  and  parts  of  Draycott,  Little  Eaton,  and 
Kingston. 
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New  Red  Marl. — Aston,  Breaston,  Ohaddesden,  Chellaston, 
Littleover,  Normanton,  Borrowash,  Ockbrook,  Risley,  Hopwell, 
Spondon,  and  parts  of  Draycott  and  Kingston. 

Keuper  Sandstone. — Weston-on-Trent,  Ohaddesden,  Hopwell, 
Ockbrook. 

Bunter  Sandstone. — Sandiacre,  part  of  Dale  Abbey. 

Middle  Coal  Measures. — Kirk  Hallam,  West  Hallam. 

Lower  Coal  Measures. — Stanton-by-Dale,  Stanton,  Dale  Abbey. 

Millstone  Grit. — Melbourne,  King’s  Newton,  Stanton-by- 

Bridge. 

Millstone  Grit  and  Shales. —  Breadsall,  part  of  Little  Eaton. 


VITAL)  3TATI3TIC3- 

Population. — At  the  census  of  1891,  the  population  of  the 
District  as  it  now  stands,  was  23,431  ;  at  that  of  1901,  26,629. 
Assuming  the  rate  of  increase  to  have  continued  as  in  the  ten 
years  1891 — 1901,  I  estimate  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1903 
at  27,406. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
749.  Of  these  362  were  males,  and  387  females.  The  annual 
Birth  Rate  was  27.3  per  1000  of  the  population.  This  is  0.5  less 
than  that  for  last  year,  and  2.4  lower  than  tho  average  rate  for 
the  district  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  birth  rate  for  1903  for 
England  and  Wales  was  28.4  and  that  for  rural  England  and 
Wales.  27.3. 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  402. 
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Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  854.  Of 
these,  7,  occurring  at  Shardlow  Workhouse,  were  residents  of  other 
districts.  After  deducting  these,  347  remain,  giving  an  annual 
Death  Rate  of  12.6  per  1000  of  the  population.  This  is  an 
excptionally  low  rate,  and  has  only  been  equalled  twice  in  the  past 
ten  years.  It  is  1.9  lower  than  the  average  for  the  ten  years 
1893 — 1902,  and  in  this  respect  1903  must  be  credited  with  being 
an  unusally  healthy  year.  The  death  rate  for  rural  England  and 
Wales  was  14.8. 

In  the  Shardlow  District  182  males  and  165  females 
died  during  the  year.  Twenty-seven  deaths  were  registered 
upon  Coroners’  certificates,  and  8  were  “  uncertified. ’’  This  means 
that  these  8  deaths  were  registered  solely  upon  the  responsibility 
of  the  Sub-registnir  of  deaths  for  the  district  in  which  they  took 
place.  No  medical  man  had  seen  the  deceased,  and  the  Coroner 
had  not  been  communicated  with.  It  is  most  unsatisfactory  that 
the  law  should  allow  any  person,  who  must  naturally  be 
unacquainted  with  medical  diagnosis,  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
certifying  the  cause  of  death.  In  my  report  last  year  1  wrote 
“naturally  they  (uncertified  deaths)  principally  include  infants 
attended  by  midwives  only,  and  persons  who  have  been  attended 
during  the  last  illness  by  quacks  and  ignorant  persons  of  all  kinds. 
It  is  suggestive  of  great  neglect,  at  least,  to  find  that  practically 
all  uncertified  deaths  occur  in  the  poorer  classes,  most  of  them 
being  at  ages  when  the  death  would  cause  least  pecuniary  loss  to 
the  survivors,  that  is  to  say  at  the  extremes  of  life.”  This  is 
again  borne  out  by  particulars  of  the  uncertified  deaths  during 
1903.  Four  were  infants  under  one  year,  one  was  under  two  years, 
and  three  over  74  years  of  age.  They  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 
Draycott  1,  Ockbrook  2,  Saudiacre  1,  Sawley  1,  Stanley  2,  West 
Hallam  1.  As  in  1902,  no  uncertified  deaths  were  registered  in 
the  Shardlow  or  Melbourne  Sub-districts.

*  By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  took  effect  on  the  1st  April 
1902,  Sinfin  Moor  Parish  was  extended  to  include  the  part  of  Osmaston  not  annexed 
to  the  Borough  of  Derby. 
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Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Zymotic  diseases  caused  41  deaths, 
viz.: — Small  Pox  1,  Measles  5,  Whooping  Cough  19,  Diphtheria 
8,  Enteric  Fever  1,  Diarrhoea  12.  The  Zymotic  Death  Rate 
for  the  year  was  1.5  per  100U  of  the  population.  This  is  higher 
than  that  for  last  year,  which  was  0.8  per  1000.  The  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  rural  England  and  Wales  were  1.4  aud 
1.0  respectively. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  infants  who  died 
under  one  year  was  89,  as  against  80  in  1902,  showing  an  increase 
in  the  mortality  rate  of  13  per  1000  births.  The  Infantile  Death 
Rate  was  119  per  1000  births  registered,  in  other  words,  out  of 
every  nine  infants  born,  one  died  under  one  year.  Reference  to 
Table  II  will  again  shew  that  this  rate  is  highest  in  places  where 
females  are  employed  in  mills  and  in  mining  districts,  and  lowest 
in  the  more  agricultural  and  residential  parts  of  the  district. 

The  leaflets  containing  hints  to  mothers  on  the  feeding  and 
management  of  infants  are  still  distributed  by  the  Registrars  of 
t lie  Shardlow,  Melbourne,  and  Stapleford  Sub-districts.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  Registrar  of  the  Spondou  District  declined  to  do 
this,  as  some  of  the  parishes  in  this  district  have  the  highest  rates 
of  infant  mortal. ty.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Total  number  of  cases  notified,  95  ;  consisting  of  Small  Pox  5, 
Diphtheria  9,  Erysipelas  15,  Scarlet  Fever  51,  Enteric  Fever  11, 
Puerperal  Fever  4,  Houses  infected  72. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  shews  an  increase 
of  9  as  compared  with  last  year,  but  is  considerably  below  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years.  The  most  important  outbreaks 
were  Small  Pox  at  Little  Eaton  and  Scarlet  Fever  at  Draycott  and 
Sandiacre,  but  nothing  in  the  shape  of  a  serious  epidemic  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Preventive  Measures. — Every  house  infected  with  notifiable 
disease  (with  the  exception  of  some  unimportant  Erysipelas  cases) 
was  visited  by  me  upon  receipt  of  the  notification.  When  necessary 
other  visits  were  paid  to  make  sure  that  the  instructions  given  were 
being  attended  to.  Directions  were  given  as  to  isolation  of  the 
patient  and  all  other  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease.  Removal  to  Draycott  Isolation  Hospital  was  urged 
in  suitable  cases,  and  arranged  for  when  permission  was  given. 
Compulsory  removal  is  only  possible  by  obtaining  a  Justice’s  Order 
after  satisfying  him  that  the  patient  is  without  proper  means  of 
accommodation.  This  was  not  necessary  in  any  instance  during 
the  year.  It  is,  perhaps,  a  pity  that  more  power  in  this  direction 
is  not  available,  as  little  is  to  be  gained  by  moving  a  patient  from 
one  infected  house,  when  there  are  other  cases  remaining  at  home 
in  the  parish.  If  the  first  case  could  always  be  removed  many 
epidemics  would  be  prevented. 
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Printed  leaflets,  containing  hints  on  the  management  of  the 
case  and  stating  the  legal  penalties  for  neglect  of  the  necessary 
precautions,  were  left  at  all  infected  houses.  A  special  handbill 
was  left  at  houses  where  Typhoid  Fever  occurred,  and  3  cases  of 
this  complaint  were  removed  to  Derby  Infirmary.  In  suitable 
cases,  post  cards  were  left  to  he  returned  to  me  at  the  termination 
of  the  illness,  when  the  house  was  ready  for  disinfection.  This 
was  then  done  by  the  man  appointed  by  the  Authority,  under 
supervision  of  the  Inspector. 

Printed  notices  were  sent  to  the  Headmasters  of  Day  Schools 
and  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  when  children  were  notified 
as  suffering  from  infectious  disease.  They  state  the  nature  of 
complaint,  earliest  date  when  return  to  school  is  permissible,  and 
suggest  that  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  infection  should  be 
required  before  the  child  is  allowed  to  return  to  school. 

In  parishes  where  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  occurred, 
caution  bills  were  distributed  by  means  of  the  school  children,  and 
large  posters  were  exhibted  in  suitable  places. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied  to  persons  unable  to  obtain  them 
for  themselves.  When  it  appeared  necessary  the  schools  were 
visited,  and  children  present  examined.  Regular  systematic  visits 
to  the  schools  were  also  paid  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the  general 
health  of  the  children,  and  the  prevalence  of  any  non-notifiable 
infectious  disease. 

The  County  Council’s  arrangement  for  a  free  Bacteriological 
examination  in  suspected  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  or  Diphiheria,  was 
taken  advantage  of  in  several  cases. 

Antitoxin  was  supplied  free  of  cost  for  treatment  of  Diphtheria 
where  persons  were  not  in  a  position  to  pay  for  it.  This,  however, 
was  unfortunately  only  applied  for  in  a  few  cases. 
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Hospital  Accommodation. — The  Draycott  Joint  Hospital  was 
open  for  the  reception  of  patients  throughout  the  year.  The  total 
number  of  cases  removed  to  it  was  22.  This  cannot  be  considered 
unsatisfactory,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
first  year,  and  a  large  amount  of  prejudice  against  a  “Fever 
Hospital  ”  had  to  be  overcome.  The  number  of  patients  from 
each  parish  was — Aston  6,  Breadsall  1,  Chellaston  1,  Draycott  4, 
Elvastou  3.  Little  Eaton  2,  Ockbrook  3,  West  Hallam  1,  Shardlow 
Workhouse  1. 

Table  III  shews  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  upon  each 
parish,  with  the  number  of  infected  houses,  patients  removed  to 
hospitals,  and  deaths.

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Small  Pox. — Cases  certified  5.  Houses  infected  4.  Removed 
for  isolation  4.  Death  1. 

Four  cases  occurred  at  Little  Eaton.  The  first  was  notified  by 
wire  on  Friday,  April  24th.  Upon  visiting  the  house  I  found  the 
patient  was  a  goods  guard,  employed  on  the  Midland  Railway. 
His  wife  and  a  child  of  four  were  the  other  occupants  of  the  house. 
They  were  vaccinated  at  once,  but  it  was  found  subsequently,  that, 
for  a  reason  which  will  become  evident,  the  vaccination  did  not  take. 
The  next  case  was  a  neighbour  living  by  himself,  who  developed 
the  disease  on  Monday,  27th.  On  Wednesday,  29th,  the  first 
patient’s  child  also  sickened,  and  it  thus  became  clear  that  he  was 
in  the  incubation  stage  at  the  time  of  his  vaccination,  hence  its 
non-success.  The  last  case  was  an  infant  of  one  year,  living  about 
200  yards  away.  This  was  found  on  Saturday,  May  2nd.  but  had 
evidently  been  ill  for  nearly  a  week  before  I  saw  it.  The  mother 
admitted  this,  but  stated  that  she  thought  the  disease  was  Chicken- 
Pox,  and  therefore  had  not  called  in  any  medical  man.  In  this 
house  there  were  living  two  other  children,  with  the  father  and 
mother,  who  were  all  promptly  re-vaccinated.  The  infant  was  too 
ill  for  removal  when  I  first  saw  it  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  died 
early  on  the  following  Monday  morning.  The  other  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Derby  Isolation  Hospital.  Great  thanks  are  due  to 
the  Borough  Sanitary  Committee  and  their  Medical  Officer  for 
consenting  to  take  these  patients.  There  were  no  other  available 
means  of  dealing  with  them,  and  had  they  been  kept  at  home,  a 
severe  epidemic  would  almost  certainly  have  ensued.  All  other 
possible  steps  to  prevent  spread  of  infection  were  taken.  Direct 
contacts  were  kept  at  home  and  arrangements  made  for  a  supply  of 
food  to  be  taken  to  them.  Others  were  kept  under  constant  super¬ 
vision  until  the  danger  was  past.  Together  with  the  Public  Vacci¬ 
nator  I  visited  the  surrounding  houses  and  succeeded  in  getting 
over  40  contacts  and  neighbours  vaccinated  within  24  hours  of 
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receipt  of  the  first  notification,  and  many  others  were  vaccinated 
subsequently.  Valuable  assistance  in  watching  contacts  and  pro¬ 
viding  food  for  isolated  persons  was  given  by  Mr.  F.  Forman,  the 
Assistant-Inspector.  Considering  that  in  this  outbreak,  there 
were  three  danger  spots  at  one  time,  it  is  fortunate  that  no  more 
cases  occurred. 

In  tracing  the  origin  of  the  outbreak,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  all  four  cases  appeared  within  a  few  days.  Now  the  period 
after  infection  with  Small  Pox,  before  any  spmptoms  appear,  is 
usually  about  12  days.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  these  patients 
cannot  have  caught  the  complaint  one  from  another,  but  that  they 
probably,  all  contracted  it  from  one  common  source.  This,  I  feel 
practically  certain,  was  the  wife  of  the  first  patient.  I  found  on 
enquiry  that  a  fortnight  before  her  husband  was  taken  ill,  she  felt 
unwell  for  a  few  days  and  a  few  spots  came  out.  From  her  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  symptoms  it  appeared  most  probable  that  she  had, 
unknowingly,  suffered  from  a  mild  attack  of  modified  Small  Pox. 
She  was  not  ill  enough  to  call  in  a  doctor,  went  about  her 
ordinary  work  quite  ignorant  what  was  the  matter,  and  could  not 
be  blamed  in  any  way.  All  the  facts  fit  in  with  this  theory.  Her 
husband  and  child  were  taken  ill  a  fortnight  after.  At  the  time 
she  was  unwell  she  did  washing  for  the  neighbour  who  sickened, 
and  the  connection  with  the  last  case  is  established  through  the 
children,  who  were  playmates.  Her  sister,  who  lived  at  Darwen, 
stayed  at  Little  Eaton  with  her  for  three  days  at  the  same  time. 
She  was,  I  found,  removed  to  the  hospital  at  Darwen,  suffering 
from  Small  Fox,  on  the  same  day  that  the  neighbour  in  Little 
Eaton  was  removed  to  Derby.  This  hypothesis  is  strengthened  by 
the  non-success  of  the  vaccination  performed  when  the  husband 
was  ill.  The  operation  is  rarely  successful  after  a  recent  attack  of 
Small  Pox. 
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Here  is  a  case  where  a  person  suffers  from  Small  Pox,  is  quite 
ignorant  of  it,  and  goes  about  her  ordinary  employment.  Doubtless 
she  would  have  travelled  about  the  country  had  there  been  any 
occasion  for  it,  sowing  Small  Pox  broadcast  as  she  went.  It  shews 
the  dauger  to  which  every  one  is  exposed,  and  emphasises  the 
necessity  for  taking  the  simple  precaution — vaccination  or  re-vac¬ 
cination — which  will  practically  ensure  freedom  from  anv  chance  of 
infection. 

The  one  case  at  Sandiacre  was  a  man  employed  at  Stapleford, 
who  contracted  the  disease  either  there  or  at  Long  Eaton.  He  had 
been  to  both  places  within  a  fortnight  of  his  attack,  and  Small  Pox 
cases  existed  in  them  at  the  time.  This  man  lived  in  a  thickly 
populated  part  of  the  village,  and  his  wife  and  seven  children  were 
in  the  house,  his  removal  therefore  was  imperative.  Efforts  were 
made  to  get  him  taken  into  one  of  the  hospitals  belonging  to  neigh¬ 
bouring  authorities,  but  without  success.  Arrangements  were  then 
made  to  buy  a  four-roomed  wooden  house,  which  stood  in  a  fairly 
isolated  part  of  Sandiacre,  having  been  erected  some  time  before 
for  railway  navvies.  This  was  put  in  as  good  a  state  of  repair  as 
possible,  furnished,  and  the  patient  removed  to  it,  two  days  after 
the  notification.  A  man  who  had  assisted  through  the  Derby 
outbreak  was  installed  as  caretaker,  having  been  kindly  lent  to  me 
by  the  Derby  Medical  Officer.  The  patient’s  wife  agreed  to  move 
to  the  temporary  hospital  with  him  and  act  as  nurse.  This  was 
found  satis factoi’y  in  several  ways,  the  patient  being  better  recon¬ 
ciled  to  the  many  unavoidable  discomforts  of  the  place,  and  the 
Council  escaping  the  expense  of  two  trained  nurses.  The  illness, 
although  not  of  a  very  severe  type,  was  long,  isolation  being 
necessary  from  May  7th  to  June  80th. 

All  the  other  usual  precautions,  vaccination  and  isolation  of 
contacts,  &c.,  &c.,  were  taken,  and  here  again  there  was,  happily, 
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no  farther  spread  of  the  disease,  My  necessary  journeys  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  and  the  Little  Eaton  outbreak  amounted  to  a  total 
of  over  450  miles. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  the  Council  to  make  proper  pro¬ 
vision  for  dealing  with  Small  Pox  cases  before  others  arise.  The 
neglect  of  the  Vaccination  Acts  all  over  the  country  in  the  past 
and  the  creation  of  the  “conscientious  objector”  are  bound  to 
result  in  the  disease  being  more  or  less  prevalent  in  some  parts, 
and  an  excellent  vehicle  for  its  conveyance  is  at  hand  in  the  army 
of  tramps  found  on  all  roads  in  the  country.  The  district  was 
fortunate  iu  escaping  so  easily  from  the  outbreaks  of  1908,  but  it 
does  not  follow  that  this  will  always  be  the  case.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  economy  the  present  “  no  scheme  ”  is  bad.  The  Sandi- 
acre  case  alone  cost  the  District  about  £150,  and  not  a  penny  was 
spent  unnecssarily.  The  arrangement  made  was  the  best  possible, 
but  it  cannot  be  described  as  satisfactory,  and  nothing  is  left  to 
shew  for  the  expenditure.  Certainly  the  disease  was  stamped  out, 
but  would  have  been  done  much  more  easily  if  we  had  possessed  a 
permanent  building.  Iu  addition  it  must  be  remembered  that  a 
case  might  occur  any  day  in  a  village  where  it  was  impossible  to 
obtain  any  temporary  building,  or  even  the  land  to  erect  one  upon. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Cases  notified  51.  Removed  to  hospital  20. 
Houses  infected  31.  Houses  disinfected  by  Sanitary  Authority  22. 
Deaths  nil.  Greatest  number  of  notifications  received  in  November, 
viz.,  11  ;  least  in  September,  viz.,  nil. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  shew  a  decrease  of  4  compared  with 
1902,  which  had  the  lowest  number  recorded  in  the  district  for 
mauy  years.  The  disease  appeared  to  be  of  a  mild  type,  no  death 
being  certified  as  due  to  it  throughout  the  year. 
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At  Aston  six  cases  occurred,  which  were  the  continuation  of 
the  outbreak  of  last  year.  They  were  all  removed  to  Draycott, 
the  disease  being  finally  stamped  out  in  March. 

The  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Sandiacre,  where 
11  were  notified,  9  houses  being  infected.  They  were  scattered, 
practically,  over  the  whole  year  and  call  for  no  special  comment. 
No  case  was  removed  from  Sandiacre  to  Draycott  Hospital. 

At  Draycott  there  were  10  cases,  with  5  infected  houses. 
Three  were  removed  to  hospital. 

The  value  of  prompt  removal  was  well  shewn  by  the  case  at 
West  Hallam.  In  this  house  there  were  six  other  children  all  at 
susceptible  ages,  none  of  whom  had  suffered  from  the  complaint. 
The  child  was  removed  immediately  the  diagnosis  was  established 
and  the  house  thoroughly  stoved.  As  a  result  there  was  no  further- 
spread  of  the  disease,  either  in  the  house  or  the  parish.  There 
may  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  utility  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  a 
large  town,  but  of  its  value  in  a  Rural  District  with  scattered 
parishes  there  can  be  none  whatever. 

Diphtheria. — Number  of  notifications  received  9.  Houses 
infected  6.  Deaths  3.  Case  mortality  33.3  per  cent. 

The  number  of  cases  and  the  case  mortality  are  about  the 
average  for  the  district.  The  mortality,  however,  is  much  greater 
than  it  would  be  if  the  use  of  Antitoxin  became  more  general.  I 
am  sorry  to  say  the  Council’s  offer  to  provide  a  free  supply  of 
Antitoxin  has  been  taken  little  advantage  of  during  the  year. 
This  is  to  be  regretted,  because,  as  I  stated  in  my  Report  last  year, 
its  employment  has  been  proved  to  reduce  the  mortality  per  centage 
by  more  than  two-thirds, 
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The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows  : —

All  the  cases  removed  were  taken  to  Derby  Infirmary.  In 
my  opinion  it  would  be  unsafe  to  remove  Typhoid  Fever  patients 
to  the  Fever  Hospital  at  Draycott.  When  it  contains  many  Scarlet 
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Fever  cases  proper  separation  is  practically  impossible,  and  it 
would  be  most  unfortunate  if  a  patient,  removed  for  one  complaint, 
contracted  another  in  the  hospital. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  notified 
cases  were  removed.  Typhoid  Fever  is,  of  course,  a  most  serious 
complaint,  and  frequently,  when  the  diagnosis  is  made  absolute, 
the  patient  is  too  ill  for  removal. 

Pueperal  Fever. — Cases  notified  4.  No  deaths.  The  cases 
had  no  connection  one  with  another.  Nurses  in  attendance  were 
instructed  to  refrain  from  visiting  other  patients,  and  proper  disin¬ 
fection  of  their  clothes  after  the  illness  was  insisted  upon.  Power 
to  do  this  is  given  to  the  Local  Authority  by  the  Midwives’  Act  of 
1902,  and  is  practically  the  only  provision  of  that  Act  with  which 
a  Rural  Authority  is  concerned. 

Erysipelas. — Cases  notified  15.  Houses  infected  15.  No 
deaths. 

Measles. — This  complaint  caused  5  deaths  during  the  year, 
all  children  under  five  years  of  age.  They  were  distributed  as 
follows: — Melbourne,  1  Ockbrook  2,  Sawley  1,  Spondon  1. 

The  most  extensive  outbreak  occurred  at  Sawley  early  in  the 
year.  It  appeared  to  principally  affect  the  younger  school  children, 
and  accordingly  the  infants’  department  of  the  National  Schools 
was  closed  upon  my  advice  from  February  11th  to  March  2nd. 

Dale  Abbey  National  Schools  were  also  closed  on  account  of 
this  disease  from  April  28th  to  May  18th. 

There  were  slight  outbreaks  at  several  other  parishes,  but 
none  of  sufficient  severity  to  require  the  schools  to  be  closed. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  all  through  the  year. 
The  complaint  was  of  a  severe  type  and  was  responsible  for  the 
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death  of  19  children,  all  under  5  years  of  age.  The  deaths  were

Diarrhaa  caused  12  deaths,  9  being  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  and  2  persons  over  65. 

Phthisis. — Pulmonary  Phthisis  or  Consumption  caused  16 
deaths,  slightly  under  five  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  registered.

GENERAL  SANITATION. 


Water  Supply. — No  new  scheme  was  commenced  during  the 
year.  The  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  Joint  Committee,  through 
the  failure  of  negotiations  for  a  supply  from  the  Ilkeston  and 
Ileauor  Board,  have  decided  to  waive  the  matter  for  the  present. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  wrote  “  At  Sliardlow  the  Parochial 
Committee  are  considering  the  question  of  taking  water  from  the 
Long  F.atou  mains  at  Cavendish  Bridge.  This  very  desirable  scheme 
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also  appears  likely  to  be  carried  out.”  I  regret  to  say  that  this  has 
quite  fallen  through.  It  was  carried  by  the  Parochial  Committee 
to  the  point  of  getting  estimates  and  plans,  but  so  much  opposition 
was  aroused  in  the  village  that  it  was  dropped. 

The  time  has  now  come  for  the  Council  to  arrange  with  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  for  the  insertion  of  junctions  in 
their  mains  to  supply  the  different  parishes  entitled  to  the  water. 
If  these  are  put  in  when  the  maius  are  being  laid  the  cost  will  be 
trifling,  but  if  it  is  postponed  until  they  are  full  of  water,  it  will  be 
almost  prohibitive.  I  strongly  advise  the  Council  to  have  sufficient 
junctions  for  all  these  places,  not  necessarily  one  for  each.  For 
example,  Ockbrook,  Borrowash,  Elvaston,  Shardlow,  and  possibly 
Aston,  Weston,  and  Chellaston  might  be  supplied  from  one  connec¬ 
tion  at  Ockbrook. 

At  present  the  district  generally  may  be  said  to  be  supplied 
by  shallow  wells.  Wells  of  this  description  were  classed  by  the 
Rivers’  Pollution  Commissioners  as  “  dangerous,”  and  are  always 
open  to  suspicion  even  if  chemical  analysis  does  not  reveal  every¬ 
thing  wrong.  They  must  naturally  be  liable  to  sudden  grave 
pollution.  Niglitsoil,  used  as  manure  on  adjoining  fields  or  gardens 
may  be  washed  into  them.  Leakage  from  defective  privies  often 
find  its  way  into  the  well,  so  frequently  placed  in  such  a  position 
as  to  be  a  natural  drain  to  the  privy.  The  more  porous  the  ground, 
the  greater  the  distance  from  which  pollution  can  find  its  way  into 
the  well.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  water  from  wells  in  the 
alluvium  can  never  be  good.  If,  when  rivers  are  in  flood,  water 
finds  its  way  into  the  cellar,  it  must  equally  do  so  into  the  well, 
washing  in  with  it  all  the  leakage  from  defective  drains,  privies, 
cesspools,  &c.,  &c.,  from  a  considerable  distance  around.  The 
following  quotation  is  from  a  report  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Com¬ 
mission  : — “  Twelve  millions  of  country  population  derive  their 
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water  almost  exclusively  from  shallow  wells,  and  these  are,  so  far 
as  our  experience  extends,  almost  always  horribly  polluted  by 
sewage  and  by  animal  matters  of  the  most  disgusting  origin.  *  *  * 
In  the  little  yard  or  garden  two  holes  are  dug  in  the  porous  soil ; 
into  one  of  these,  usually  the  shallower  of  the  two,  all  the  filthy 
liquids  of  the  house  are  discharged ;  from  the  other,  which  is  sunk 
below  the  water  line  of  the  porous  stratum,  the  water  for  drinking 
and  other  domestic  purposes  is  pumped.  These  two  holes  are  not 
unfrequently  within  twelve  feet  of  each  other  and  sometimes  even 
closer.  The  contents  of  th e  filth  hole  or  cesspool,  gradually  sink 
away  through  the  surrounding  soil,  and  mingle  with  the  water 
below.  As  the  contents  of  the  icater  hole,  or  well  are  pumped  out, 
they  are  immediately  replenished  from  the  surrounding  disgusting 
mixture,  and  it  is  not,  therefore,  very  surprising  to  be  assured 
that  such  a  well  does  not  become  dry,  even  in  summer.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  excrementitious  liquids,  especially  after  they  have  soaked 
through  a  few  feet  of  porous  soil,  do  not  impair  the  palatability  of 
the  water ;  and  this  polluted  liquid  is  consumed  from  year  to  year, 
without  a  suspicion  of  its  character,  until  the  cesspool  and  well 
receive  infected  sewage,  and  then  an  outbreak  of  epidemic  disease 
compels  attention  to  the  polluted  water.  Indeed  our  acquaintance 
with  a  very  large  proportion  of  his  class  of  potable  waters  has 
heeu  made  in  consequence  of  the  occurrence  of  several  outbreaks  of 
Typhoid  Fever  amongst  the  persons  using  them.”  I  have  quoted 
this  at  some  length  because  it  expresses  exactly  the  conditions  to  be 
found  in  many  parts  of  the  district,  and  it  appears  likely  that  the 
question  of  water  supply  will  arise  in  several  parishes  in  connection 
with  the  Derwent  Valley  "Water. 

The  places  having  public  supplies  are: — Melbourne,  from  the 
Millstone  Grit  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  ;  Sandiacre,  from  the  Bunter 
Sandstone  at  Sandiacre  ;  Normanton  and  Littleover  the  Derby 
Town  water.

Little  Eaton  and  Breadsall  have,  to  a  certain  extent,  utilized 
the  springs  in  the  hills,  but  both  places,  especially  the  former, 
might  take  more  advantage  of  the  good  supply  they  have  close  at 
hand. 

Stanton-by-Dale  has  many  houses  supplied  from  Ilkeston. 

All  the  other  parishes  are  mainly  supplied  by  the  class  of 
wells  to  which  the  above  quotation  applies. 

Excrement  disposal  and  Scavenging-. — No  great  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  this  respect  during  the  year.  In  Norman- 
ton,  Melbourne,  Sandiacre,  Spondon,  Sawley;  Draycottand  Littleover 
the  work  of  scavenging  has  been  well  done.  Ockbrook  and 
Borrowash  have  been  unfortunate  in  their  scavenger,  but  other 
arrangements  have  now  been  made  and  it  is  hoped  the  work  will  be 
done  better  in  the  future.  The  parishes  where  public  scavenging 
has  been  done  have  been  much  improved  in  their  sanitary  condition 
by  it.  I  should  like  to  see  similar  arrangements  for  all  parishes  in 
the  district,  and  would  suggest,  as  a  step  in  that  direction,  that  all 
places  having  a  population  of  over  500  should  have  their  own 
scavenger. 

House  Sanitation. — Over-crowding. — Cases  of  over-crowding 
were  found  and  dealt  with  at  Barrow,  Aston,  Elvaston,  Melbourne 
and  Sandiacre. 

Drainage. — The  house  drainage  throughout  the  district  is 
good.  It  is  very  unusual  to  find  sink  drains  not  disconnected,  and 
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in  all  recently  built  bouses  the  drains  are  -well  laid  and  properly 
trapped.  In  the  older  property  there  are  still  too  many  D  and  bell 
traps,  but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  report,  due  attention 
has  been  paid  to  these  during  the  year. 

Systematic  Inspection. — During  the  year  I  have  from  time 
to  time  made  regular  systematic  inspections  in  the  district, 
accompanied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Parts  of  each  parish 
were  again  taken  and  practically  a  house  to  house  inspection  made. 
In  the  course  of  these,  visits  were  made  to  Barrow,  Borrowash, 
Chaddesden,  Breaston,  Chellaston,  Draycott,  Little  Eaton,  Little- 
over,  Elvaston,  Melbourne,  King’s  Newton,  Normanton,  Sawley, 
Sandiacre,  Spondou,  Swarkestone,  Stanton-by-Bridge,  Stanton-by- 
Dale,  West  Hallarn,  Weston.  As  a  result  of  these  inspections  91 
notices  for  the  removal  of  various  unsanitary  conditions  were  served. 

Bye  Laws,  &c. — Bye  Laws  made  in  1899,  with  respect  to  new 
streets  and  buildings,  are  in  force  in  the  whole  of  the  district. 
They  follow  closely  the  model  Bye  Laws,  are  satisfactory,  and  are 
well  enforced. 

Urban  Powers. — Under  sec.  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  are 
in  forco  at  Draycott,  Littleover,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook,  Normanton, 
Sandiacre,  Spondon,  and  Sawley. 

No  fresh  powers  were  obtained  during  the  year. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops. — There  are  now  84 

dairymen  and  cowkecpers  on  the  register.  Inspections  of  the 
cowsheds  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  as  much  as  possible 
done  to  improve  their  condition.  In  the  absence  of  Bye  Laws, 
however,  it  is  very  difficult  to  make  any  great  alteration.  Pobably 
the  fact  of  being  registered  and  knowing  that  an  inspection  may  be 
made  at  any  time  tends  to  greater  cleanliness  and  care  on  the  part 
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of  the  cowkeepers,  but  to  get  the  very  necessary  structural  altera¬ 
tions  made,  greater  powers  are  required. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Acts,  1901. — The  provisions 
of  this  Act  have  been  duly  carried  out  The  number  of  Factories, 
Workshops,  Workplaces,  &c.,  now  on  the  register  is  60.  All  these 
have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfac¬ 
tory.  Several  notices  were  received  from  the  District  Inspector  of 
Factories  and  their  requirements  were  carried  out  in  every  case. 
They  related  to  sanitary  accommodation,  limewashing,  means  of 
escape  in  cases  of  fire,  &c.,  &c.  The  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire,  strictly  speaking,  do  not  come  within  the  province  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  I  may  say  that,  throughout  the 
Shardlow  District,  they  are  now  entirely  satisfactory,  and  will  bear 
comparison  with  any  other  district  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Notice  to  limewash  and  cleanse  premises  was  served  and 
obeyed  in  several  instances. 

Bakehouses. — 23  bakehouses  are  now  on  the  register.  I  do 
not  think  any  remain  unregistered  in  the  district.  These  were 
regularly  inspected  and  9  notices  to  limewash  were  served  and 
complied  with.  In  one  case,  breach  of  the  regulation  requiring 
that  there  shall  be  no  drain  within  a  bakehouse  was  found.  Notice 
to  do  away  with  the  drain  was  served  and  obeyed.  There  are  no 
underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 

Outworkers. — A  permanent  register  of  persons  taking  out¬ 
work  is  kept.  When  a  fresh  name  was  entered  on  the  list  the 
premises  were  duly  inspected.  In  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to 
forbid  work  being  taken  on  account  of  insanitary  conditions.  A 
few  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  at  the  homes  of  outworkers, 
but  the  work  was  stopped  without  any  formal  proceedings. 
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The  principal  outworkers  industries  are  lace  and  curtain  net 
mending  and  chevening. 

List  of  outworkers,  living  in  other  districts,  but  employed  by 
firms  in  the  Shardlow  district,  were  forwarded  to  the  authorities  of 
those  districts. 

No  instance  of  the  employment  of  any  protected  person  in  a 
workshop  where  no  abstract  of  the  Act  was  posted  up,  came  under 
my  notice  during  the  year.

The  number  of  inspections  and  re-inspections  during  the  past 
year  have  been  considerably  increased  by  the  appointment  of  an 
Assistant. 

The  failure  of  one  of  the  Scavengers  to  carry  out  his  duties 
properly  has  caused  unnecessary  work,  but  on  the  whole  the 
scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out. 

In  the  course  of  inspection  of  factories,  &c.,  special  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  means  of  exit  in  case  of  fire,  and  great  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  and  are  being  made. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  has  much  improved 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  the  dwelling-houses,  factories, 
workshops,  cowsheds,  slaughter-houses,  and  bakehouses,  &c.,  are 
systematically  inspected. 

Water  closets  are  becoming  more  popular,  and  are  very 
desirable  in  preference  to  any  other  kind  of  closet,  where  there  is  a 
public  water  supply. 

All  new  privies  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  model 

plans. 
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Scavenging,  Sewage  Disposal,  &c. 

Aston-on -Trent. — The  scavenging  continues  to  be  done  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  cottages  has  been  improved  by 
the  abatement  of  various  nuisances. 

Breaston. — The  sewers  are  periodically  flushed,  and  the  man¬ 
holes  and  filter  tanks  cleaned  out  quarterly.  The  method  of  dealing 
with  the  sewage  has  not  yet  been  improved  although  steps  are  being 
taken  in  that  direction  by  the  parochial  committee. 

A  number  of  new  streets  are  being  made  adjoining  the  Long 
Eaton  Road  by  two  Land  Societies,  raising  a  new  difficulty  with 
respect  to  the  sewage  disposal,  as  the  new  sewers  cannot  possibly 
be  connected  with  the  present  outfall,  except  at  great  expense.  The 
only  proper  solution  to  the  matter  appears  to  be  a  sewage  farm. 

About  one  mile  in  length  of  the  outfall  ditches  has  been 
cleaned  out,  at  a  cost  of  £80. 

Breadsall. — A  number  of  nuisances  has  been  abated. 

Chellaston. — The  outfall  ditches  have  been  cleaned  out  and 
repaired.  Part  of  the  sewer  in  the  Village  Street  has  been  relaid, 
and  the  sewer  in  Swarkestone  Road  cleaned  out. 

Draycott. — The  carriers  on  the  sewage  farm  have  been  repaired 
and  various  improvements  made.  The  sewers  are  flushed  auto¬ 
matically  and  regularly  cleaned  out. 

The  scavenging  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  a  contractor. 

Elvaston. — The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  houses  have  been 
greatly  improved,  owing  to  the  abatement  of  a  large  number  of 


nuisances. 
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Little  Eaton. — The  Parochial  Committee  are  making  enquiries 
respecting  a  much-needed  sewage  scheme. 

Lit tleover.—' The  scavenging  and  collection  fo  house  refuse  is 
properly  carried  out.  A  number  of  nuisances  have  been  abated, 
and  sewage  tank,  &c.,  cleaned  out. 

Melbourne. — A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Station  Road.  The 
sewers  are  properly  flushed  and  attended  to.  The  scavenging  is 
very  satisfactory,  and  has  made  a  great  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Parish.  The  number  of  water  closets  continues  to 
increase.  Tin  Water  and  Sewage  Farm  Committees  do  excellent 
work. 

A  large  number  of  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Normanton. — The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse 
is  carried  out  in  an  exemplary  manner.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
the  village  is  very  good. 

Ockbrook. — The  scavenging  in  most  unsatisfactory,  complaints 
of  the  scavenger  not  doing  his  work  when  requested  being  constantly 
received,  and  requiring  two  visits  per  week.  This  state  of  affairs 
will  be  remedied  by  the  appointment  of  a  new  scavenger  in 
February. 

A  number  of  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Sandiacre. — The  scavenging  is  satisfactory.  Mr.  Bastablo 
has  been  appointed  to  superintend  the  sewers  and  manholes. 

A  long  length  of  iron  sewer  pipe  at  the  bottom  of  Starch  Lane 
was  found  silted  up,  and  without  sufficient  iulet  for  cleaning  out. 
The  work  of  cleaning  the  pipe  was  lengthy  and  expensive. 

Saudey. — The  sewage  scheme  is  progressing  slowly,  but  the 
works  will  probably  be  commenced  shortly.  The  sewers  are 
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properly  looked  after  and  repaired.  The  scavenging  and  collection 
of  house  refuse  is  satisfactory. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  parish  has  greatly  increased  in 

size. 

Shardlow. — All  the  sewers,  manholes,  outfall  ditches,  &c., 
have  been  cleaned  out. 

The  proposed  Public  Water  Scheme  was  unfortunately  rejected 
at  a  public  meeting. 

Spondon. — The  scavenging  and  collection  of  house  refuse  has 
been  fairly  well  carried  out.  The  work  of  cleaning  out  and  repair¬ 
ing  the  outfall  ditches  has  been  lengthy  and  expensive.  A  number 
of  nuisances  have  been  abated,  and  the  parish  is  now  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition. 

Stanley  and  West  Hallam. — There  have  been  several  joint 
committee  meetings  to  try  and  make  arrangements  with  the  Heanor 
and  Ilkeston  Joint  Water  Board  for  a  public  water  supply. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  houses  has  been  improved  by 
the  abatement  of  various  nuisances. 

Stanlon-by-Dale. — A  number  of  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Swarkestone. — The  condition  of  the  parish  is  good  from  a 
sanitary  point  of  view,  aud  several  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Wcston-on-Trent. — The  outfall  ditch  has  been  cleaned  out, 
and  a  number  of  nuisances  abated.
